Thine Eyes," and as Canada is so 
closely connected with England, a 
Canadian song. From Wales, "All 
Through the Night." Scotland was 
represented with "Loch Lomond," 
"Charlie is My Darling," and that 
old favorite dear to every heart, 
"Annie Laurie." The Irish songs 
were "Last' Rose of Summer" and 
"Little Red Lark." France was 
represented by "There Was a Little 
Maiden" and "On the Bridge of 
Avignon." Norway and Sweden 

 each contributed a folk song. 
"Santa Lucia," a Neapolitan folk 
song, represented Italy. From the 
little country of Basque came a 
"Lullaby." Switzerland's song was 
"From These Dear Mountains." 
"O'er the Distant Lowly Moun^ 
tains" conies from Russia. Bohemia 
gave a folk song, "Ask Mother," 
and then as America has no Indi­ 
vidual folk song, Miss McPherson 
sang "The Cuckoo Clock," thus 
closing a program enjoyed by all.
